Many. American cities have Joined the crusade to make-their com- 
munitles more degression proof. Dayton, Ohio, for example is not wait¬ 
ing for mass unemployment, to develop and then run to Washington, D.C., 
for Federal aid to help them out of trouble. Dayton has-already planned 
and ‘ assigned priorities to valuable .public works projects to be spon¬ 
sored, paid for and run by Dayton without becoming beholden to Wash¬ 
ington in the event unemployment should (become a problem, in their city. 

Elyria, Ohio, has apian that has operated successfully through periods 
of iwar, depression anAprosperity. Twenty-six plants In. Eljrria switch 
employees 'back and f^ru\ (between plants to keep their people working 
year around, 

Hazelton, Pennsylv'aniaCraistd o$550,000 about $12 per capita, to 
attract new industry to provide employment to take up the slack created 
by the running, out of coal deposits hi the area. Electric Auto Lite Co. 
recently was attracted to Hazelton. 

Darby; Montana’s population dwindled to about 600 when some 
absentee-owned Industries left town after cutting over the timber in the 
area. Then through investing local capital in a saw mill and wood work-, 
ing operation , the town has been saved and its - citizens are finding 
employment at home. • 

Ft, Smith, Arkansas, attracted six new industries in 1946-47 includ¬ 
ing nationally known American Can Co., Trailmobile and Dixie Vortex. 
They raised a fund of over $500,000 to help attract new industries. 

Pasadena, California, has the reputation of being one of America’s 
most fussy cities regarding attracting new industries. They discourage 
industry unless it conforms to certain prescribed beauty requirements 
regarding land-scaping, etc. It has quite a few high-precision industries. 

Rye, New York—Elimination of traffic problem has added tremend¬ 
ously to local merchants revenue. 

Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, is getting a face lifting and at the same 
time is eliminating a flood menace, creating additional employment. 

Buchanan, Georgia, 700 Population—Built- a plant to provide em¬ 
ployment for their young'people as they wouldn’t have to go to the 
larger cities for employment opportunity. This town built their own 
plant. It now provides 200 jobs in the shirt industry. 

Mississippi—BAWI plan: The Mississippi Balance Agriculture Work 
Industry Plan is a perfect example of a state handling its own problems 
without running to Washington. Any community in (Mississippi can vote 
for a bond issue to build new plants in the community. For example an— 
industry that promises jobs for a- Mississippi community will find the 
citizens willing to build the plant and the State willing to give tax con¬ 
cessions -to encourage new industry. The industrialist can rent the build¬ 
ing for a nominal rental for twenty years with the rent applied to 
purchase the building if the industrialist so desires. 

The Arkansas Story—Since 1940 800 new. industries have oeen attract¬ 
ed to Arkansas. Mr. Hamilton Moses, Chairman of the Board of Arkansas 
Power and Light and Chairman of the Arkansas Development Board, has 
worked hard to provide Arkansas with the opportunity to prosper in 
their State. He has done a great deal in promoting the advantages for 
industry 'to locate in Arkansas. 

The leaders of Freeport should do all within their control to make 
'sure that in the next session of" the New York State Legislative a sound 
and workable merit rating provision be placed in the New York Unem¬ 
ployment Compensation Law. 

Ever since the law was first passed in New York both employers and 
employees have made a racket of this New York law. The result, New 
York is losing new industry every day because states like Kentucky, 
Iowa, Wisconsin, Missouri, etc., have a zero rating for employers that 
stabilize employment. Example, under present New York Law it la 
costing an employer with 400 employees and a million dollar annual 
payroll 2.7 per cent in U. C. Tax or $27,000 in New York State, compared 
to no U. C. Tax in the above mentioned States if the employer provides 
year around employment for its people. 

The recent school election in which the citizens of Freeport voted 
nearly 4 to 1 for a new $1,300,000 grade school for the south end of 
Freeport shows a marked'unanimity upon the part of Freeport’s citizens 
to move forward with ever better facilities for making a finer, community. 
The various local civic associations, the P.-TA. and other civic minded 
groups showed what could be accomplished' when the combined efforts- 
of these groups put their shoulder to the wheel of civic Improvement. 

The Long Island Association could also aid immeasurably in attracting 
new industry to Freeport. It is noted that this active association has 
been concentrating -cfh getting new industry for the center of’L.I. and 
the North Shore. Why have they overlooked Freeport? Maybe it’s 
because the Long Island Association thinks that Freeport’s "local mer¬ 
chants, its civic leaders or its citizens don’t want new industry. .If we 
do-want-new industry let’s-let everyone who can~help us know We are 
sincere in our efforts and desire to get new industry. 

Freeport is blessed in having already'assembled large tracts of busi¬ 
ness and Industry zoned property. This land in its present state is prac¬ 
tically worthless and Isn’t bringing in one dime’s worth of revenue to 
help reduce taxes for Freeport homeowners. With 'lipfat; water and sewers 
this now useless land can bring new sources of revenue to help cut local, 
county and school taxes and afford the opportunity for Freeport citizens 
to work at home. , 

Whether or not Freeport attracts new industry depends on you. If 
•the citizens and its leaders really want to do the Job it can be done. 
Freeport has its chance to put its positive and constructive foot forward 
or it can continue as it has in the .past of letting nature take its course, 
and suffer the consequence. In the'retail-field Freeport has lost Its 
leadership to other towns, Garden City and other Long Island units 
have taken the initiative to attract new industries away from Freeport. 
We have lost Industry In the past through complacency and a half¬ 
hearted Interest In wanting industry. Is Freeport now ready to go 
ahead—well soon seel
